The time (I confeſs) has beex, when this Treatiſe would have been 
4 more popular Theam< The Articles of the Surrender of Lymerick, 
being, not long ſince, the Subjet of no common Longings and Curiofoty, 
Upon peruſal of which, the Reader, ( I am certain,) will joyn with 
ene in this one juſt Remark ; That in all the Glories of our deſer- 
wingly Great Monarch, Mercy is one of his mft Shining Titles 5 
His Enemies have met that both unexpetted and unmerited Cie» 
mency in his —_—_ moſt Gracious Conceſ5ions towards them, that 
plainly tells the World, the whole buſineſs of his Arms was to Re- 
claim, ot Vanquiſh: He infringes not Liberty, even where he makes 
SubjeCtion. 

There is one farther Recommendation.to onr ſhort ( bit ry, 
Hiſtory, viz. That what I here preſent you, is the Work of Engli 
. Hands ; Ard that, without a Vanity, the whole Progreſs of #he (ate 
Engliſh Arms in kreland, has as much Signaliz'd the True Brigilh 
Valour, as ay of the Antiquer Monuments of our Remorer Recor- 
ded Predecefiors. And indeed, to Crown all theſe Glarious Succeſſes, 
Ehere ſcems to be 4 continued chain of Providences attending that 
whole Expedition $ For, not to Inftance his Majeſties proatgions Vee 
&Fory at rhe Boyn, with which all Tongues have been atready employed 3 
fogether, mith that Famous Battel at Aghrim, where Fortung, for 
ſome hours, ftood dubious ; and indeed, the whole ConduQt and ww 
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of the Renonn'd General Ginckle, who challenges our no common 
Applauſe aud Veneration : Perhaps nothirg was more remarkably ſiz- 
nal, than the Siege of Athlone, affording ( poſsibly) one of the faireſt 
Lawrels through that wl ole Scene of Botifh Glory. For, whey - 
ter our poſseſsicn of the hither part of the Town, the Entmy (who 
had broken down the Bridze) had ſo often burnt cur Faſcines, and fo 
reſolutely oppos'd our paſſage that way, inſomuch, that the General, 
ac ſpairing of approaching on that ſide, had reſolved to draw off, and 
paſs th? Shannon hizher above the Town (thoweh fo late in the year, 
and the Summer ſo far advanc'd) to begin a new Siege on the oth: r 
fide, in the face of the Iriſh Army that lay incampt there : It was, 
(! ſay) Major (now Lieutenant) General Talmaſhe's Propsſal, at « 
Council of War, (in which he very hardly prevailed) to head, as 4 
Votuntecr, a ſel:& Party of 1500, and wade the River to enter the 
' Breach : Which he executed with that Celerity and Courage, 
that the Storming ard Taking of thst Important Place, was an 
Attion wnprecedented, and inimitable : With fo poor a handful, to 
pufh /o bold a *word, and carry ſo entire a Vittory again# [0 great 
« Strength within, and the whole Iriſh Army bat an hours march 
without, was an Fnterpriſe ſo hardy (and that ſo purely and wholly his 
own,) that Poſterity will read it with Wonder : And which, to his 
laſting Fame, will ſupply as gallant « Memorial, as ever adorn'd the 
- Engliſh Annals. 

'. Aud as the early Conqueſf of that Garriſon (which was the Key, 
that ſoon after open'd the Gates of Gallway and Lymerick ; and 
Conſequently promoted the Expeditious Reduttion of Ireland, ſo hig h- 
ly, both to the Engliſh Glory, His Majeſty's Intereſt, and the Ad- 
" vantage of Chriſtendom,) was ſs much owing to that memoradle 
Attion ; I may juſtly fay, That what-ever other hands joyn'd in the 
Accompliſhing, the only hand that ſhorten'd the Great WORK, 
was Talmaſhe's ; ax1 *twas by hrs Condutt ans Gallantry, in that 
Eminent Service, That 91 ſaw That Finiſh'd, which otherwiſe had 
becn the Subject of « longer, (if net « more hazardous) Diſpute.

A DIARY 


OF THE 


Siege of LYMERICK. 


Ek General having reſclv'd on the Forming of the Siege of Zymerick, 


and in order thcreunto, having given Orders for Captain Coele, with 

bis Squadron, to ſail down the Shannon, and for the immediate March- 

ing of Twenty Six whole Cannon, Mortars, ©. from Athlone, to meet 
him there. On the Thirdof Auguſt the whole Army paſſed the Shamnon at Bana- 
bar-Bridge, and came the ſame Night to Birr, (which place is diſtant from LZyme- 
rick, Thirty Miles.) The General having receiv'd an Account by Deſerters, Tha 
Br igadier Carrol was poſted with a Party of Iriſh, at a Placg called Nenagh, which 
is a Paſs Fourteen Miles from Lymerick, gave Orders to Brigadier Zeviſon, with a 
detatched Party, to go ard Attack the ſaid place; who marched from the Camp 
carly this morning, with Five Hundxed Horſe and Dragoons. 

Briga4icr Leviſon, with his Party, got yeſterday in the Evening to Nenagh; at 
whoſe zpproach the Governour Carrol (ct the Town on hire, and then quitted it in 
great h;ſte 5 bur the fire was ſoon put ont by Eleven of our Men, who happened 
to be Pritoners there, and were left behind, 

This day we marched from Birr, and marched to a place called Burraskeen, 
where we Encamped the ſame night. 

This Evening we reached Nenagh : Here we received an Account, That Briga- 
dicr Zeviſen, with his Hcxſc and Dragoons, purſacd Carre} and his Party ſo cloſcly, 
and ſo far, that within ſour miles of Zymerick, he teok all their Baggage, amorglt 
which were two rich Coats of long Antbony Carrol's, one valued at Eighty Pounds, 
the other at forty Guinea's, and about forty Piſtoles in Gold ; as alſo four bun- 
fred and fifty Head of large black Cattel, and ſome Sheep,” which the Encmiecs 
fudden flight would not ſuffer them to carry off; | 

This morning a Party marched from the Camp towards Kilo, in ſearch for 
Rebels,wbo kill. d two, and took about nine Priſoners, which were :11 of the Enc- 
my they could meet with ; andin the evening returned to the Camp with a great 
Prcy of Cattel, 

Some Piorecrs, under the Convoy of a good Party of Horſe and Dragoons, 
marched this mornirg towards the Silver Mines, to mend the Roads for our Car- 
- Fiages. A Brigadier, and two of the late King Fames's Horſe-Guards, who dee 
ſcrted the Encmy, came into the Camp with their Zorſes and Accoutrements, 
and adyiſcd us , That the Enemy were Inirenching themſelves near Carrick-I; liſh. 

Licutenant Colonel Oxborough, with a Licuccrant, their Servants and Accoutre= 
ments, came over to us from the Enemy this day ; as alſo did arother Officer and 
elcycn Muiquetcers, with their Arms. A Man and Womaa weic this day vere

1*9t. Soldiers near Galwgy. Mr. Kichards, Secretary and Adjutant-General to Balda- 
rick O Bownel, who had b-:cn with the General in the Camp four or five days, 
went hence this day for Bublin, to confer with the Lords Juſtices, 

SevEral conſiderabte Dcſertcrs came into our-Camp this day, frem the:Encmics 
Quarters; they gave us an account, That both French and Iriſh were mightily 
ſurprized to find our Ships in the Shzmwon, having been poſle(s'd, That the French 
were Maſters at Sea, and that we durſt got advencure ſo far. 

14th, This morning wedecamp:d from Nenagb, audfhe ſame night we came to a 
Place-called Shaley, about two miles from the Silver-Mines, a yery wild part of 
the Countrey. 

12th, This day we marched again, and came to a ſmall Village called Tulle ; here we 

237 þ incamp'd, and lay till the 13th, on which day we decamp4, and came that day to 

* Carick-Ialiſh, which is ſituate about four miles from Lymerick, 

#4!/?, This day the General went out of the Camp, at the bcad of fiftcen hundred de- 
tached Horſe 2nd Dragoons, advarcing with them within ſight of Lymerick, and 
having beaten in the Enemics Out- Guards, took a Vicw of their Works from 
the Hill wkere our Artillery Encampc:d the laſt ycar : In the cycning the Gene- 
ral returned again to rhe Camp. 

I5 th, -This day ſcvcral Deſerters came over to us, and confirmedan Account we had 
before recciv'd, That Sarsficld with the Enemics Horſe, was retired to the other 

fide of the Shannon, bcing Encamp'd in the Connty of Clare, about four miles 
above Zymerick,; and that their Foot were drawn in within their Recrenchmentsz 
They inform'd us likewiſe, That the Eatl of Tyrconuel was very ill, and had rc» 
ceiv'd the Extream Union. 
This Aftcrnoon Sir Fobn Hanmore, with five Regiments of Foot from Cork 
26th. and the Neighbouring Garriſons, joyned us. Major General Is Foreft marched 
out of the Camp this day with a ſtrong detachment of Horie and Foot, towards 
Athlone, to mect that part of our Artillery that were coming from thence, under 
the Convoy of Colonel Zloyd's Regiments , which confiſted of Nine Twenty 
Four Pounders, Nine Eighieen Pounders, and Four large Mortars, (being an Ad» 
dition to the Train of Artillery we brought with us from G.lway.) 

_ This-merning three Deſerters came into our Camp, and brought us the follow. 
47! h, lowing Accounts; That the Earl of Tyrconnel dyed on the 14th, the il] Condition 

of the Irifh Aﬀairs having broke his Heart; That he was Buricd at Lymerick, on 
the 16th, and that a Commiſſion was produced from the late King, which Mr. 
Plowden (formerly one of rhe Commiſſioners of the Revenne of Yrelavd) brought 
lately from France, appointing Sir Alexander Fitton, Sir Kichard Neagle, and the 

Aid Plowdes, Jufticcs of frelznd. 
We had an Account this day, That Colonel Henry Lutterel had been lately ſei-

To prevent the Abuſes committed by Sntlers, who had, abont this time exceſ- 
fively caiſcd the Rate of Bread and Drink , the General this day Pubhſhed-an 
Order, and thereby. ſettled -the Price of all manner of: Provifions in the Camp, 
and forbidding all Perſons to excced the Rates ſo ſettled, on pain of forfciting 
their Goods, and ſuffering a months Impriſonment. Two Rapparces were this 
day hanged, being Conviftcd by a Court- Martial, for burning of Houſes. Two 
of Sir Fokn.Laxicr's Troopers, and a North» Countrey Sutler, were likewiſe Con» 
demncd : The two firſt, for Robbing Captain Wares, an Officer in the ſame Regis» 
ment ; and the other for buying the Captain's Watch, which was ſtoln, and ſold 
to him by the Troopers.

This night we broke 
Ground, and began to work on our Lincs of Communication, making our ' Ap- 
proaches with vcry (mall loſs. 

Early this morning the Prince Darmſiadt, with his own, Colonel Tiffn's, and 
Colonel Sr. Fobn's Regiments of Foot, and about poo Horſe, marched hence to 
reduce Caſtle-Connel, where the Enemy hada very good Gart.on. Another Party 
marched hence with four Guns, to take in two or three Caſttes, which the Ene- 
my had Garriſon'd down the River. This Night the Enemy Fired ſo hard from 
two Guns they had drawn bclow the Town on our left, that it obliged our men 
to move aliccle further off till they could be better ſecured, This morning Or- 
ders were given for fitting 1000 Hand-Granadocs and 600 Bombs, to be ready 
againſt Eight at Night, This Day our Fleet, which were ordered from Galway, 
being about 18 Sail, under the Command of Captain Coal, came up the Shannon 
towards the Town, firing ſo briskly as they paſſed by the Enemics Camp at Crat- 
talougb, that they made many of them run to the Adjaceat Hills: Our Ships 
came to an Anchor abut three miles below the Town. 

[This morning the General went on Board the Fleet, but ſtaid not long there ; 
The Weather about this time began to be pretty good. Carrick, Gunnel Caſtle, 
whoſe Garriſon was 130 men, and two Captains, comminded by one Archbold, 
ſurrendred upon Mercy, andthe Priſoners were immediatcly put into the Pro» 
vo's Cu"ody ; aid this night was ſarrendred likewiſe the Caſtle of Balhcullare, 
and another ſtrong Caſtle on the Shannon; in all the ſcyeral Caſtles we took about 
goo Priſoners. Our m:n were very buſi: atl this day on our Line of Commnni- 
cation, This morning our light Frigats came and Anchorcd within fight of the 
Town, Captain Coallying with che reſt about fix miles off : The /riſh, npon the 
firſt approach of them, expreſſed a mighty Joy , believing them to be French ; 
aad wcre as much troubled, when they found their miſtake. 

This moraing our Ships began tounload Ammunition, ©c, This evening our 
Line of Communication was finiſhed, the Guns and Mortars were drawn down 
and mounted thereon ; and thiz night about Eleven, our Mottars began to play, 
and threw above a bundred Bombs and Carcaſſcs into the Town ; which, befides * 
thcir other Execution, fired the Town in three ſevera' plac:s, Upmaaris of 400

hence to Clonmel, under a good guard of Horſe and *'Dragoons. About Ten this 
Night, (to cncourage the Foot, and to prevent their being too much Fateigu') 
fix hundred Troopers on foot, were Commanded down to the Trench:s, to raile 
another Battery, much nearer to the Town than the firſt, ;

Viſon, ordered the Princeſs of Denmark's, and another Regiment of Foot, to march 
and joyn the Brigadier : S007 after'we had an Account, That the Brigadicrs Party 
had taken ſevcral Preys, in which were above a thouſand Head of Cattel, a great 
many Horſes, ſome of them-verygood; as alſo abundance of Sheep,-Goats, and: 
Hogs. Deſcrters that came into the Camp this day, told us, That our Bombs 
had ſet divers Houſes on fire, but that it was ſoon quenched, the Buildings be- 
ing molt of Stone, and very ſtrong ;'and-that the ſecond Bomb that was thrown

The General having reſolved to- Attack Zymerick, on the Engiiſh-Town fide, 
which is to our Right, in order to which, our Approaches were carried on with 
ſuch Celerity, that in four daystime we run our Lines ſo near to the Enemy, that 
we could annoy one another with our Small-ſhot. By this day we had+ faiſed*a' 
Line compoſed of ſeveral Battcries, viz. One to the Left, of ten Ficld-Pieces; to- 
ſhoot Red-hot Balls ; another of 30 Guns, one Battery of 8 Mortats and of &, aod' 
another on Treton's Fort, (which much annoy'd the IribTown) of $s Mortars an1 
8 Guns, 12 and 1S Pounders, and a Fort to ſecure our Lines of Batte:y, AC 
Four this morning we fired a great Mortar, but the Shel burſting in her, flarg both 
the Mortar and Carriage two yards off the Floaring. We ſoon after diſcharged 
fourtcen 24, and three 18 Pounders, which (like a Volley of Small-ſhot, for the 
cloſi nefs of firing) openeda Breachin the Wal}, at which two Coaches might cn- 
tcr a breſt, and filled the Counterſcarp with its Ruines; and all this day we con- 
tinued to ply the Tawn with Fire-Balis, Carcafſes and Bombs,which did them much: 
miſchief. 

Our Cannon and Mortars continued to play without intermiſſion, that from: 
our great Battery we this day made a Breach in the Wall of the Erg/iſh-Town, of 
about thirty yards wide; This day we finiſhed another Battery, which play'd up» 
on $?, Fobn's Gatc in the Iriſh Town ; and this day we began to work on'two other 
Batteries, one of ſeven Eighteen Pounders, and the other of ſixteen Twenty Four

this day we continued firing, and about {;x.at night the Town appear'd or. fire 
ia many places ;. to,prevent its ſpreading, ns blew up divers Huuſes and 
Boildipgs ;, natwithitanding which, ſome very cenufiderable place contigcucd burn» 
ing with great violence until two the next morning.

All this day we <ontinued firing into the Town, and the Deſerters

© ches ſo wide, thar we could -plainly ſee- ito the Town, which Tock'd Ruinous, 
The Enemy madc'many Sod- Works, anda very deep Trench or Ditch, with Pal- 
liſadocs and Stockadocs, yet the men continued impaticnt to Storm it. About 
three this afternoon, the Lord Zisburite' was unfortonately kill'd 'by a Cannon- 
Ball from the-Town, as he was coming out of his Fear,* which he 'had placed in 
the Trenches. This evening our Cannon were ** rice diſtharged, and our Ars 
my made ſeveral Volleys, in demonſtration of their Joy, for the great [Defeat 
given to the Turks by the Emperour's Forces, This night we again fired the 
Town, which burnt furiouſly for twe hours. - 

Ibth. The General having reſolved to paſs the Shtnuon, it was giver out (to amuſe 
the Enemy) that we were going tb'raiſe the Sicge ; and for the hetter cololring 
that pretence, a large Mortar and two or three Guns' (whith by often firing, 
had been rendred unſerviceable) Being drawn off + in fight of the'Town towards 
the Shipping. About Ten laſt hight, Orders'were given to carry'our Floats and 
Pontoons to a place appointed for laying our Bridge, about a”'mite above the 
Engliſh Tewn. Tocovcr the Work-men, which were about 609-in number, a 
Detachment of roo Granadicrs was ſent in four Boats over to St. Thimas Ifland, 
from whence to the other fide-of the River were two or three ſhallow Fofds'; 
they lay there ungiſtover'd till it was almoſt morning, when a Trooper that was 
Patrolling firſt ſaw them, and gave notice to four Regiments of the Enemics Dra- 
g00ns, who with ſome Foot were poſted with two Parties under the Com- 
mand of Brigadier Clifford, not far from thence ; upon which. thoſe that lay 
neareſt our Bridge, made ſome Shot at us. . About ſeven a Clock the Bridge was 
finiſhed, and the General immediately Ordercd the Royal Regiment'of Dragoo's 
to paſs, who drew up on the fide of the River, and made way for the Granadiets 
and Fuſilicrs that followed; Theſe were ſupported by four Battalions of Foot, 
and ſeveral Squadrons of Horſe. In the mcan time, the Enemies Dragoons came 
down on foot to oppoſe us; but as ſoon as our men adyanced, they took to their 
Heels, leaving their Tents and Baggage, with their Bridles and S2ddles (their 
Horſes being at Graſs, at a place about two miles off ) behind them: We toox 
alſo two Picces of Braſs Cannon, and Brigadicr Maxwel's Standard, In this 
A&inn we had but one man kill'd, and the Encmy not many, for they run imme- 
diatcly, and great numbers of them afterwards took the advantage of tizat Con- 
fuſion and Deſerted. We took .veral Priſoners, and among them, a French Lict- 
tenant Colonel of Dragoons, ard ſome other. Officers, who confirmed what wc 
had heard before, of the burning the two Stores of Piſcait ard one of Byandy. By 
thistime the main Body of the Encmies Horſe, who were Commanded in Chief 
by Sarsfield, and lay there er:camped near the Town of Xillalco, tcok the Alarm 
and drew out, making a ſhew as if they intended to fight us, but it proved only a 
Stratagzm to get time ty ſecure their Tents ard Bazgoge in Decamping, which =

did, but in great Confuſion, marching away immediately towards the Mountains, Septemb, 


Our Horſe returacd to the Camp, and the Foot were Polted at the Head of the

Bridge ; a Detachment being firlt (cot to Summons a Caſtle, which is very ad- was 


vantagiouſly ſituated in the middle of the Shannon; upon our Party's coming be» 
fore it, they immediately Capitulatcd, but were allow'd no other Terms, than to 
be made - Prifoners of War: The Garriſon covlilted of about 60 men, Soon 
after we took in another Poft, both of which prov'd of great uſe to us. 

This day one Taaf, a very (cnfible man, and a Captain of the Iriſh Royal Regi- 
ment of Fcot, came over tous, and informed us, that our Bumbs and Cannon 
had killed great numbers of the Garriſon, and If; few Huyuſes (tanding in the 
Town, . Notwithſtanding our bcing buſicd in paſſing the Shannon, we fircd plen» 
tifally the laſt night. into the Town, and continucd to do the like 2ll this day. This 
day cleyen of the Enemics Troops came over to us, with their Horſes, Arms, and 
Accoutrements; and for their bet:er Encouragement, were immediately received 
into our Troops. This cvcnirg, the Standard and two hne Braſs Ficld-Pieces, 
taken from the Enemy at our paſſing the Shamnon, were brought into the Camp. 

Orders were this day ſent by the General to Captain Cos}, to land ſome men 
cut of his Frigats, to deſtroy all the Forrage in thoſe parts of the Couaty of 
Clare, near the Water fide, 

Theſc two days paft, we were buhed in lengthening over our Bridge of Boats, 
which proving too ſhort at firſt laying over the River, was bravely ſupplied by 
theforwardneſs of our Souldicrs, who marched through the Watcr where the 
Bridge proved deficient, This day ſome ef onr Militia brought into the Camp 
three notorious Rappirces, whom they took about 12 miles off, 

This day was chic fly ſpent, in removing our Float-Bridge nearer the Town, 
and in railmga Battery for the ſecurity of it ; we allo ſecarcd a Paſs tothe Town, 
as likwiſe the Pals of Annabeg, where we went over the laſt year. This Afternoon, 
the General received an Account from Prigadier LZeviſon, that he putting him- 
felf at the head of 2 50 Horſe and Dragoors, hal agein fallea upon the Enemy in 
the County of Xerry, who was 3000 [trong, and had with them two cntire Re- 
giments of Dragoons, killed a great many of them, took divers Othcers Priſo- 
ners, and quite diſperſed the whole Party ; fo that vye vvcre now entirc Maſters 
of that County, vvbich did not a little ſtraighten the Enemy. The Weather 
vras very bad, and much Rain for theſe three days paſt ; but this Aftcrnoon it 
Cleared up, and began to be very fair again. 

All laſt night and this morning our Guns-continued to play furicuſly into the 
Town, This Aft:rnoon by an Exprels to the General, vve had advice in the Camp 
of the Surrender of Sligo, rhe manner as followeth, Cn the 10th Inſtan;, Coloxel 
Michelbourne marched with Detatchment of bis Regiment, and 500-of the Militia 
of the Province of Ultter, two Troops of Lragoons of the Army, and fix Field Pie» 
ces, and encamped at Drumchette, about three miles from Sligo, of which be gave an 
Account tothe Earl of Ganard, by a Party of Horſe under the Command of Captain 
Vaughan. The 11th, be advanced within balf 4 mile of the Town, but the Weather 

"beirg wet, b: could make no f i7they Progreſs that day, On the 12th, be drew ont bis 

"men 10 Attack the Enemy, who at firſt made a ſhew of oppoſong us, but preſently after

And to prevent all diſorders that may happen between the 
Garriſon, that the General {hall place in the Iriſh: Town, which 
ſhall be delivered to him,and the Fr; Troopers that ſhall remain 
'1n the Erzliſb-Town, and the lland, which they may do, until the 
Troops to be imbarked on the firſt 5o Ships ſhall be gone for 
France, and no longer; they ſhall intrench themſelves on both 


fides, to hinder the Communicatian of rhe ſaid Garriſons : and 
| it. 
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it ſhall be prohibited on both ſides, to offer any thing that is of- 
fenſive ; and the Parties offending, ſhall be puniſhed on either 
ſide. 


XXV. 

That it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid Garriſon to march out all 
At once, or at different times, as they can be imbarked, with Arms, 
Biggage, Drums beating, Match lighted at both ends, Bullet in 
mouth, Colours flying, fix Braſs-Guns, ſuch as the Beſfieged will 
chooſe, two Mortar-Pieces, and half the Ammunitioa that is now 
in the Magazines of the ſaid Place: And for this purpole, an In- 
ventory of all the Ammunition in the Garriſon, fhall be made in 
the preſence of any perſon that the General ſhall appoint, the 
next day after theſe preſeat Articles ſhall be Signed. 


XXVI. 

All the Magazines of Proviſions ſhall remain in the hands of 
thoſe that are now employed to take care of the ſame, for the 
ſubſiſtence of thoſe of the 1riſþ Army that will paſs into Fraxce-: 
AnJ if there ſhall not be ſufficient in the Stores, for the ſupport 
of theſaid Troops, whilſt they ſtay in this Kingdom, and are cro{- 
ſing the Seas, thar, upon giving up an Account of their Numbers, 
the General will furniſh them with ſufficient Proviſtons, at the 
King's Rates ; and that there ſhall be a free Market at Lymerict, 
and other Quarters, where the {aid Troops ſhall be: And in caſe 
any Proviſion ſhall remain in the Magazines of Lymerick, when 
the Towa ſhall be given up, it ſhall be valued, and the Price de- 
duftcd out of what is to be paid for the Proyiſions to be furniſh. 
ed to the Troops on $hipboard. 


XXVIL | 
That there ſhall be a Cc{ſation of. Arms at Land, as alſo at Sea, 
with reſpe& to the Ships, whether Exzgl{b, Dutch, or French, 
delign'd for rhe Tranſportation of the ſaid Troops, until they 


{hall bs retura'd to their reſpeCtive Harbours ; and that _—_ 
des, 
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ſides, they shall be turnished with ſufficient Paſs-ports, both for 
Ships and Men = And if any Sea Commander, or Captain of a 
Ship, or any Officer, Trooper, Dragoon, Souldier, or any other 
Perſon, shall att eontrary to this Ceſſation, the Perſons ſo aQting, 
Shall be puni:hed on either fide, and SatisfaCtion hall be made for 
the wrong that is done ; and Officers shall be ſent to the Mouth 
of the River of Lymerick, to give-notice to the Commanders of 
the Engliſh and French Fleets, of the preſent conjunRure, that- 
they may obſerve the Ceflation of Arms accordingly. 


XXVIIE | 
That for the Security of the Execution of this preſent Capi- 
tulation, and of each Article therein contain'd, the Befieged $hall

XXEX. 

If before this Capitulation is fully executed, there-happens any 
change in the Government, or Command of the Army, which is 
now Commanded by General Ginck/e ; all thoſe that ſhall be ap- 
pointed to Command the ſame, ſhall be obliged to obſerve and 
execute what is ſpecified in theſe Articles, or cauſe it to be execu- 
ted punQually ;. and ſhall fot at contrary on any Account.
